In 
our Issue ofOrl. Two reported one 
in this city, Oct. 3, one at llaiiibridge 
Oct. -1, and now wc are called upon 
to cbrou'ulo aii(t!icr which ocoir.'id 
near Casky on the night of Out. 8,i 
making the third murder in the 
(ijiiiity williin a period of live days. 
There are no pallialiii^' ciii-iiiiisiaii- 
l es whatever in this last one as it 
wa-i a liiiarl less, cold blooded butch- 
ery of u woman. 

On last Wodiicsday acolored wom- 
an named Sally Saunders was em-

The woman lived about one mile fioul 
.\li-. liroiiiiiifiliV Miiil al'ler tlie day's 
work was done she stayed until ufler 
ilark before starting liome. .lord.m 
'i'aylor, a negro man wlio waa at Mrs. 
lironaugli'a wlien the woman started 
away proposed to go with her, which 
proposal was rejeeled, and slio bor- 
rowed a lantern and started across 
llic lield alone. This was llit last 
seen (if lier alive. She failed tore- 
port at her home that night or the 
next day aud on Friday Iter daugh- 
ter went to Mrs. Itionaugli's looking 
for her. A jiarty of men starto<1 out 
jfo>c:nvii In:- li(!r and the boily was 
I f.iiiiid aliiMit 1 o'clock Friday. From 
llic l:i>l l!ie inaii .lordun Taylor, wbo 
bad been on bad terms with the wom- 
an, was NiMpi'ctud and he waa taken 
along with Iho soaruhiug parly. In 
crossing tho field several hundred 
yards from Mrs. Jtroiiaugli'.s boiis,' 
.Mr. Watson, one of the parly, found 
the scene of the murder. KvidiMi(!e~ 
of a siriiggli! wero seen aud bluo«l on 
the grass and also a place witcre an 
axe had boon stuck in tho ground. 
Tho trail was followed to a little 
thicket of willows about lIXI > arils 
oir a ml there Iho hwly was found. 
Tbe woman's head was cut lo I lie 
brain witii an axo in two. places. She 
was found lying on her face, wliere 
sbe iiad Im-ou aloppetl after Ihiing 
dragged feel foremosf. 

.Ionian Taylor \va^ at once arresl- 
cil on siispicioi . lie bi;il Keen luiti(. 
ing with Mr. Wal.ion during the 
search, but when llie latter boru in 
(lie direction uf the place wliere Uie 
killing occur.-edTaylor began lo n.o.-e 
in aiiutlier direction and was alxnil 
KJOyaixiaoll'wIiuiitlic -|jui ua^fouiid. 
.Mr. \V'ut>un called lo hnn, nol telliiig 
liiiii what ho bail i'oiin<l, wlien Tay- 
lor at once called to tho others *'eoDie 
on boys, Mr. Watson has fouud he|-.". 
This was before the trail had been 
followdl up to where the hotly was. 

The Ijotly was lying in a cool place 
and dei'oin|ios!tion had not set in, nl- 
llioii;^li the imirder bad been coin- 
milled nearly two days before. An 
iii()uost was held by Esc]. W. K. War- 
liulil and a verdict iiupliuuiing Jor- 
dan Taylor was roturned by the jury 
and he was brought to Jail whore he 
is now coiiflucd. 

Tlie iiiiii dered Woman was aboiil 
4i1 years old and bad a grown daugh- 
ter living with her. She had made 
her p.rrangeiiioiils to go to Louisville 
to live aud intended to leave Friday 
on tho excursion train. Some days 
before shOjli ad a dllBisulty withTa;- 
lor and had drawn a knife on him in 
the store al Casky. 

Taylor is about 85 years old and 
bears u rather unsavory reputation, 
Circumstaneos point lo him very 
strongly as tho guilty parly, and un- 
less be can prove an alibi his neck 
will be in considerable danger, al- 
though hangings are selilom ever 
thought of in this i:ounly. It would 
be dillicult to conceive of a more 
airoclous murder than the one with 
which ho ia charged and if lio he 
guilty ho should pay the penalty 
with bis litb. Tho examining tr|al 
has not yet been held. 

On Saturday Taylor became 
alarmed and declared that a negro 
named John Ixie committed tho mur- 
der. Leo was acconliiigly arrested 
and is also in jail. Taylor insists 
Ihat Lee did the killiiiif and Ijce pro- 
tests that Taylor did. It is veiy 
probable that both are guilly and it 
looks like we ara to have a hanging 
in this county after many years of 
tileodslied and after scores uf crimi- 
nals have gone uiipiiiiishod. A ring 
belonging lo the iliail woman was 
found in Taylor's [loeket and there 
is scarcely the shadow of a doubt 
that one if nut bothof ihe prisoni>rs 
ut-o guilly of a crime fur which death 
would be a light penalty.
